Are Pledged, Assert 
Women 
Who 
Are Conducting the Campaign.

W ashington.—Ratification 
of 
the 
Amendment to the Constitution of the 
U nited States giving women tile right 
to vote Is assured within the next four 
months, 
according 
to 
the 
National 
Woman 
Suffrage 
association. 
The 
campaign that is being conducted In 
favor of ratification Is being strength­ 
ened at all points. 
T he women in 
these states In which equal suffrage Is 
denied are anxious to participate In 
the political prim aries next year. Some 
of these prim aries are held as early ns 
April and they run along until mid­ 
summer. 
It Is the view o f the women 
who are calling for speedy action on 
the constitutional amendm ent by state 
legislatures that lf tin* women are to 
vote at the general election In N ovem ­ 
ber, 11120, they should have a voice in 
tin* Selection of candidates. 
Go*k| headway has been made with 
the cntnpalgn for ratification of tin* 
amendm ent. Seventeen states through 
their legislatures have thus far ap­ 
proved the amendm ent.

The state of Minnesota at the com­ 
ing hearings will have for the first 
time complete valuation din a on prop­ 
erties of the Northwestern aud Tri­ 
state companies in the state. 
When 
the companies petition for i n f used 
rates was denied by the state com­ 
mission a yea" ago. but was grant* ti 
by tho federal authorities ,a staff of 
lien was put to work making the val­ 
uation, and their work now is being 
summarized. 
From 15 to 25 men 
have been constantly at work for a 
year, using the books and records of 
the companies, and valuing not only 
toll properties but local exchange 
plants and equipment.

GENERAL LABOR NOTES 


Ten thousand w aiters went on strike 
at Purls, France, for tm eight-hour day 
and an Increase in wages. 
Two hundred and fifty members of 
tile British parliament signed a proc­ 
lamation opposing nationalization of 
Industries. 
A new drastic scheme of 
rationing Is said to be forthcoming 
soon. 
Employees of the Vulcan Louisville 
Smelting company of North m ira g e, 
numbering 150, went on strike because 
the demands for 55 cents an hour were 
refused. They were receiving 40 cen ts, 
The men also demand time and a half 
for overtime. 
By a vote of 2 to I, the delegates to 
the eleventh district convention of the 
United Mine Workers of America, rep­ 
resenting 30,000 coal miners of Indi­ 
ana, voted against asking congress to 
recognize 2% per cent beer tis a non­ 
intoxicating beverage. 
While British union leaders were 
discussing the government’s demand 
for guarantees

months, IM),OOO miners struck in tin* 
Yorkshire district. 
Thirteen hundred 
miners have struck in Kent. 
Striking

ufacturers refused to allow them a 
“closed shop,” but did give them a 
44 hour week with pay ut the rate of 
fit? hours, time and one half for over­ 
time. and double time pay for Sundays 
and holidays. 
Elevated, subway and street car ser­ 
vice in Boston and its suburbs was 
Completely paralyzed when 7.NS) men 
and women employees of the Boston 
Elevated Hallway company went on 
strike. Over a million and a Im I f per­ 
sons were left without street railway 
transportation service. 
At the Pennsylvania Railroad S y s­ 
tem federation s convention the dele­ 
gates went on record as Indorsing tile 
strike of IO.***) workmen of the Wlllys- 
Overland automobile plants in Toledo. 
W. E. Hershey of Pitcairn. Pa., presi­ 
dent of the blacksmiths’ organization, 
said the federation pledged itself to 
support the Toledo workmen In their 
demands for an eight-hour day aud 
recognition of tin* union.

standing, if two of the plants grow 
near to each other and have no stake 
around which they can entwine, one 
of them will alter tile direction of 
the spiral aud they will twine around 
each other.
